BILLS OVER A 


Tliey Show Tea to Have Been a Cam- 


'iiridgre Student's Favorite D^sfnJi:. 
There is a bill for groceries, etc., fur- 


nished for an undergraduate at Cam- 
bridge In the year 1788. The bill con- 
tains one or two items of furfilfijte. 
Apparently the undergraduate took 
over rooms already furnished >at*a val- 
uation, and certain articles. ha'd"to be 
bought new, such as a heaisthjtbrnsn^a 
pall, a mop and a ''Holland g&tcffi" 
One knows not what this means, 43Ut 
it cost 2 shillings 9'pence (43'cents). 


The undergraduate would §eem, at 


first sight to have'consumed* tea >tfn'a 
most reckless manner. On Oct. t&.fee 
Is charged 2 shillings for Hyson and 1 
shilling G pence for Qongo. On Nov. 
1 he is charged 2 shillings,for ten, and 


the same day, which looks;odd, 0 


shillings G pence for tea. On the 9th 
of the month he buys a new teapot, the 
old one, one supposes, worn out with 
hard service. However, this tea lasts 
him till the end of the term, so that 
his tea costs him for the two months 
no more than 11 .shillings, or S2.75, and 
as the price of tea at this- time varied 
from 8 shillings to about 25 shillings 
we may conclude that he got through 
uo more than a pound during the-term. 


In other word's, thls^young man took 


for breakfast a slight repast of weak 
tea and bread and butter. Dinner was 
then served at 12, so that breakfast 
was only what the Indians call a 
"cliota hazri." On sugar he spent 4 
shillings, which means six pounds at 
8 pence a pound. On candles he spent 
24 shillings 8% pence, or about 8 shil- 
lings a week. He burned wax candles, 
mold candles and "wax twist." Salt 
was a shilling a packet. On two occa- 
sions ho bought sand. Was, then, the 
floor of his room sanded? It would 
seem so.—St. Louis Eepublic. 


SOME COVETED SCRAWLS. 
Rare Autographs For "WTilcli Im- 


mense Prices Have Been Paid. 


The most prized autographs in'the 


world are those of Shakespeare. On- 
ly fieven are claimed to exist, three 
signatures to liis will (eacn with a 
different spoiling), two to conveyances 
of property, one In the folio edition of 
his plays (doubtful) and one In a Tudor 
translation of Montaigne. This last Is 
in the British museum and cost over 
SiOOO guineas. 


One thousand guineas was the price 


given by the late Mr. Alfred Morri- 
son of Carlton House ten-ace for an 
autograph letter written by Marie 
Stuart to the archbishop of Guise. 
This and' two other letters (one to the 
pope and the other to the king of 
France) were written by the unfortu- 
nate queen of Scots on the morning of 
her execution. The letter to the French 
king was destroyed during tho days of 
the terror, while that to the pope Is 
still preserved at the Vatican. 


The well known bookseller Bernard 


Quantch gave £1,000 for nn autograph 
of Columbus, which was exhibited at 
the .World's fair at Chicago. A Chi- 
cago autograph dealer is said to have 
offered to give $100,000, or over £20,- 
000, 
for a genuine autograph of 


Shakespeare if brought to him within 
a year of making his offer. It was a 
safe bluff, for since the 'tragic fate of 
Chatterton no forger has cared to 
tackle the.quaint scrawl of the BarcTof 
Avon.—Collier's JVeekly.

How weak we oan be wh«n weakness 


only will unawer oar parpote. How 
dishonest we can be whin dishonesty 
only will secure the end there is in 
view. Weaknen and diihonestjr are 
often companions. Too often so for 
the good of the country and the good 
ot mankind. They seem to have an 
attraction, one for the other, which 
will explain the companionship there 
is between them. They bare a com- 
mon origin which is inate meanness 
clothed in impudence, often times 
called cheek. 


The most rbeeky thing that has oc- 


curred IB an amendment offered to the 
constitution in tha House of Repre- 
sentatives in the preient Congress to 
aid trusts, which is clothed in language 
that lives upon its face an appearance 
of aid to prohibit traits. The amend- 
ment takes from the Status the right 
to legislate to prohibit trusts, and veatt 
in the Congress of the United States 
sole power to ligiilate on the subject, 
where trust legislation can be con- 
trolled withoat effort by the trust 
power. The object is to take from the 
States one of the rights they have for 
the protection ot the people against 
imperialist inaoration. 
The resolu- 


tion to amend is reported under a rale 
that is not subject to amendment, 
which is intended to force a vote on 
the resolution amending the constitu- 
tion before Congress adjourns, which 
will be in three more days. 


The object of the whole baiinese is 


to place before the country something 
lhat will give the Republican party a 
standing- before if, on the trust ques- 
tion and a constitutional amendment 
device has been resorted to ai a means 
that will answer the purpose. Trusts 
have been a burning question before 
the present Congress, the cease being 
the repeated efforts by the minority to 
defeat legislation to aid and foster 
them, which is well known to all the 
people.

publican Senator, not acted on, where 
it will likely remain for all 
time 


should the Senate remain Republi 
oan; but the trust amendment it 
deemed sufficient for the purpose of 
the canvass, as it ii well known by 
trust representatives that anything 
will be sufficient to latiify the average 
member in thi Repablican party, BB 
he has been doped so much and so 
long that it h« become a part of his 
nature to be deceived. 


The whole machinery of government
